REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: re claims 33- 
37: these claims recite that the material is electrolytically formed and none of the prior 
art teaches this feature and the product of an electrolytic process is different from the 
product of a non-electrolytic process (see Applicant's remarks filed 27 August 2002). 
Re claims 44-48, 50 and 53-68: the prior art does not teach or suggest a material of 
these claims, specifically no combination with V or Ni where the claimed elements are 
within the claimed ranges. Re claim 69, the prior art does not teach or suggest a 
material of this claim, specifically, that a PVD target can be made from the alloy 
combinations. PVD alloys are relatively unpredictable, such that one of ordinary skill in 
the art would not expect a specific alloy to work as a PVD target without first trying to 
deposit the alloy by PVD (i.e.-there is no reasonable expectation of successfully making 
a PVD target from the claimed alloy, without the disclosure of the present specification). 
Re claim 73, the prior art does not teach or suggest a Hf-Cr PVD target. For claim 73, 
the closest prior art is Hunt et al (US 6,056,857) which teaches (see claim 16) that a 
sputtering target can be one often elements or mixtures thereof. Hf and Cr are on the 
list, however, it would not have been within the expected skill of a routineer in the art to 
have selected one composition from such a generic disclosure that contains ten 
elements, 45 possible two element combinations and many more 3 or more element 
combinations, especially in the unpredictable art of PVD targets. Therefore, 
independent claims 33, 44, 50, 53, 54, 59, 64, 69 and 73 are allowable. For at least 
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these reasons, dependent claims 34-37, 45-48, 55-58, 60-63 and 65-68 are also 
allowable.
